FARM LOANS NOW 4 PER CENT 

Premier Hepburn of Ontario on Saturday 
announced a further reduction of interest from 
four and a half per cent to four per cent on all 
farm loans under the Ontario Agricultural 
Board. 

Cutting interest rates is one thing Ontario's 
fighting Premier knows how to do and his ex- 
emple should shame into action every other 
provincial premier in Canada 

When “Mitch” Hepburn was making his 
campaign speeches agaihst the “sound” money 
Henry government, Tory speakers and the 
“sound” money newspapers called him a “wise- 
cracker,” a young “upstart,” ete. who could not 
interfere with interest as this was beyond pro- 
vincial control. 

What happened when the voters swept 
“Mitch” into power? The thirty-seven-year-old 
Premier was handed a $47,000,000 overdraft by 
ex-Premier Henry, who was paying 4.67 per 
cent for money. Premier Hepburn notified the 
money lenders to get busy and give him a new 
rate forthwith. They had a “conference” and 
quoted 3.58 per cent. This rate was so 
far as the youthful Premier was concerned and 
they were bluntly told to hold “another con- 
ference.” The “sound” money boys did and 
handed in a rate of 2.97 per cent for the entire 
$47,000,000, a saving in interest of more than 
$800,000 per year to the taxpeyers of Ontario 

Why should the money lenders give Premier 
Hepburn a rate of 2.97 per cent and charge 
their old friend Premier Henry 467 per cent 
on loans a few months before?

Of course it did. For what other reason is 
it supposed Japan undertook a costly war of 
conquest on the continent of Asia, in which the 
creation of its dependent state was only an 
incident? Other factors entered, of course, but 
the basic reason was that the Japanese people 
must eat. 

The human stomach is the arbiter of peace, 
as it is the prime mover in industry, and the 
original cause of commerce. Japan's teeming 
millions must have land to till or raw materials 
out ef which to fashion the products of indus- 
try—or go hungry. Since other countries will 
neither admit the Japanese as immigrants nor 
trade with them the raw materials they need 
for industrial operations, Japan undertook to 
get both land and materials by force of arms, 
which it has done. 

Protesting that Japan is closing the “open 
door” against western trading interests in the 
Orient will get the nations nowhere, unless it 
is into war, If the powers which have joined 
to condemn Japan's action in northern China 
want to give validity to their claims they should 
inaugurate a trading policy that would make it 
possible for the Japanese to live at home and 
exchange their products for the raw materials 
of industry. 

Without that, there is no point in telling 
Japan to stay out of Asia. It just won't in the 
circumstances; and neither would the nations 
which deplore and condemn its war of conquest 
there. The Japanese people insist that they 
have a right to eat, and having the power they 
intend to enforce that right, whatever others 
may think ,about it. If the nations want them 
to live at home, they will have to make that 
possible by lowering their trade barriers and 
thus permit the Japanese to get the oil and 
other materials without which they could not 
subsist on their little group of islands.

The Passing Show

Sometimes one may be so close to a thing 
that they can't see it—like standing close to a 
big building. When the historian of the future 
writes about the peaceful revolution in the 
decade following the depression of 1928-29, he 
will probably pick out the year in which we 
are now living as the year in 
whieh the antiquated mone- 
tary system that held back 
progress for mankind was 
given its deathblow. It isn't 
dead yet, of course. A system 
that holds the world in fee, 
that has clamped over $400,- 
000,000,000 of interest-bearing 
debt on the world—chiefly by 
making ink entries in paper 
books—and has all the power 
of entrenched wealth behind 
it, isn’t going to fold itself up and die without 
prolonged death-throes. 

Stand back from the building as far as you 
can. Survey in your mind's eye the wounds the 
monetary system has received this year of ad- 
vancement.

Only a few years ago and money was re- 
garded as a semi-sacred thing. It was invested 
with much of the attributes of religion. The 
“gold standard” was its Ark of the Covenant, 
into which no impious gaze might peer. Its 
high priests spoke pontifically on the rare oc- 
casions when they vouchsafed information about 
exchange rates and the need to curtail the sup- 
ply of money. The banks even adopted the 
psychology of the ecclesiastical architect and 
over-awed patrons with high ceilings, ornate 
grilles and displays of oak and marble. Many 
a man crept in to be catechized by his bank 
manager in the mental attitude of a guilty soul 
going to unburden itself in the confessional. 
The functions and mechanics of banking and 
currency were accepted as outside of a lay- 
man’s sphere. He took it on faith, unquestion- 
ing, like an article of religion. 

All that has changed. Everywhere, men and 
women are daring to seek knowledge. In study 
classes, street cars, over dinner pails and wher- 
ever people meet (except perhaps at bridge) 
they are talking banking and currency reform. 
Beer is the poor man’s anodyne, but I have 
heard the universal topic being discussed in a 
beer parlor. Old cynic Schopenhaur who used 
to lay a gold piece by his plate in the restau- 
rant near where some English officers sat, to 
carefully replace it in his pocket after dining, 
would lose his coin today. (He explained later 
that he used to make a bet with himself at 
table. He pledged himself to donate the gold 
coin to charity any day the English officers 
discussed something other than women, horses 
or dogs. The coin was never won.) 


Consider the wounds in vital spots the 
monetary system has received this year. Our 
own “Gerry” McGeer on platforms across Can- 
ada, and before a Select Committee of the 
House of Commons, has bludgeoned the sense 
out of it. He told an audience in a university 
last week that “the banker is the only protected 
racketeer in the Canadian business world,” and 
that “the depression can be ended in Canada in 
twenty-four hours, without reference to condi- 
tions in other countries,” if the government 
would use in the public interest the powers it 
at present delegates to the banks for their 
private profit. That would have been sacrilege 
and high treason five years ago. 

Major C. H. Douglas, of “Social Credit” 
fame, in more delicate and incisive phraseology 
uttered similar sentiments before several pro- 
vincial legislatures and the House of Commons 
committee on banking. In England a group of 
men distinguished in art and letters joined 
with members of the peerage to demand a 
system of social credit if disaster is to be 
averted. 

Most brilliant and telling attack of all with- 
in the limits of a single speech is that given by 
Mr. A. deV. Leigh, secretary of the London 
Chamber of Commerce, before the Association 
of Secretaries of the London Chambers of 
Commerce. The speech (printed verbatim in 
the Edmonton Bulletin of October 20) exposes 
the fallacy of so-called “sound money” and 
gives more insight into the money racket and 
its hampering effect on progress than any single 
address I have ever heard or read. A genera- 
tion ago Mr. Leigh would have been denied a 
hearing.

Most significant of all is the address of the 
Dean of Canterbury (Very Reverend Hewlett 
Johnson) recently delivered before the Assem- 
bly of the Congregational Union in London. 
His subject was “Threats to Liberty in the 
Forces Behind Dictatorships.” This churchman, 
scientist, geologist and editor electrified his 
hearers (who probably expected some sermonic 
exhortations) by denouncing “the private con- 
trol of money.” He quoted His Holiness Pope 
Pius XI: “Control of financial policy is the very 
life-blood of the entire economic body,” and 
went on to gay: 


“To save English liberty three things are 
necessary First, to regain the sovereign 
right of creating and controlling our own 
money Secondly, to create money in the 
interest of industry, and make it as costless 
and subordinate to industry as railway tick- 
ets are to railway economy. Thirdly, to cause 
money tickets to reach the pockets of the 
whole consuming public in equitable quanti- 
ties and adequate ways, so that the public as 
consumer has access to the things he needs 
and can produce. None of these things obtain 
today.” 


Can you quote anything more significant 
than this, that a dignitary of the Church of 
England leaves the seclusion of the ecelesiasti- 
cal life to lead a movement for radical money 
reform, in order to avert the threat of a dic- 
tatorship? 

I know of only one thing more significant. 
The Vancouver Harbour Commission—a body 
created and controlled from Ottawa—complains 
that 70 per cent of its entire revenues is pay- 
able to the Dominion government as interest on 
loans. Its magazine, “Harbour and Shipping,” 
in urging a reduction of interest rates points 
out that a reduction from 5 to 4 per cent would 
enable the Commission to abolish the cargo 
dues on export grain 

The fires of protest are spreading. We are

Make Motherhood Safe

out of every three women dying during preg- 
nancy or from childbirth, 
two could have been saved 
by proper care. Were the 
right care given to every ex- 
pectant mother, at least 10,- 
000 women would be saved 
¢ach year, it is said. 

Other nations have a mich 
lower maternity deathrate 
than America and it is prob- 
ably true that America is now 
the worst civilized country 
in the world in which to have 


Dr. F. McCoy 
a baby, due to the unusually high mortality 


among mothers here. In America, seven mo- 
thers die where in England four would be lost; 
in Sweden, less than three; and in Holland, 2.33. 
About two-thirds of the mothers dying in 
America could be saved and should be saved. 

The most important cause of maternal deaths 
is child bed fever and this is a preventable dis- 
order. It has now been over 85 years since 
Semmelweis proved that strict cleanliness will 
wipe out child bed fever. One of the modern 
lying-in hospitals where cleanliness was strictly 
enférced, had only one case out of twenty-five 
thousand women giving birth. Whén this type 
of cleanliness is neglected, out of every 10 
women dying during childbirth, four died from 
child bed fever. 

To prevent this type of death from reaching 
the mother, utmost care is required both on the 
part of the hospital, if the birth takes place in a 
hospital, and also on the part of the attending 
doctor. If the patient is in a large general hos- 
pital, it is best that the obstetrical ward be in 
a separate building in order that severe infec- 
tions from other cases are not carried to her. 

Where unrelenting cleanliness is not ob- 
served, the hospital may actually become a 
place of danger for the mother and some doc- 
tors have stated that it is actually safer for the 
mother to have the delivery at home rather 
then in a large general hospital. I believe that 
it is the wisest plan to talk the matter over with 
your doctor before confinement occurs. Many 
hospitals now make every effort to protect the 
mother from child bed fever and if such an 
effort is made your doctor will know about it. 
These institutions deserve special recognition 
for the part they are playing in saving the lives 
of mothers. 

Particular care is also required on the part 
of the attending doctor if this type of fever is to 
be avoided. The doctor who loses the fewest 
mothers from this cause makes it a point to 
wash the hands with hot soapy water for a full 
ten minutes before touching the patient. The 
soap will disinfect his hands and infections 
which he may have picked up in attending other 
cases will not be brought to the maternity case. 

After childbed fever, the next greatest cause 
of death among mothers arises from conditions 
of systemic poisoning called the toxemias of 
pregnancy. These toxemias may be guarded 
against if the patient consults her doctor as 
early in pregnancy as possible. Through early 
examination, the warning signs are discovered 
in time and proper treatment may be started, 
which will often save the life of the mother and 
that of the baby. Early examination and early 
care greatly reduce the danger from the vari- 
ous toxemias which cost the lives of many ex- 
pectant mothers. 

In tomorrow's article I am going to discuss 
the type of care which I advise for the 
Expectant Mother.

count jes ineluded in this Bank's 


Index of World Trade, there has 
been a re-expansion of 5 per cent 
in the figure for these countries 


combined, since the low point of 
the depression, 

Unhappily, however, this re-ex- 
pansion has be-n by no means 
general. If the countries con- 
cerned be divided into two groups 
as follows: those on the contin- 
ent of Europe, and those out- 
side the continent of Europ2; it 
appears that although the coun- 
tries in the second group have 
benefited considerably by the 
g-neral trade revival, neverthe- 
less, in the case of the firct group, 
consisting of no Jess than eleven 
continental European couniries, 
the aggregate volume of exports 
continues stcadily to shrink. 

How long the trade of coun- 
tries elsewhere can persist in ex- 
panding, while the continental 
European countries in general 
are still, confronted with di- 
minishing opportunities for ex- 
port, it is impoesible to say. But 
if the question is incapable of 
answer, neveriheless it cannot 
safely be neglected. Thess eleven 
countriés comprise, between 
them, more than two hundred 
and twenty-five millions of in- 
habitants. Together, they form 
an indispensable element in the 
world economy, 

The reader does not need to be 
reminded that the strangulation 
of trade, irom which all countries 
allk> have been suffering sorely, 
during the past five or six years 
especially, has been in a large 
measure deliberate and ariificial. 
First, by means of an insensate, 
all-round rairing of tariffs; then 
by m ans of a widespread resort 
to quota systems for the regula- 
tlon of import; and, more recent- 
ly, by means of an increasing 
disposition to conclude bilateral 
exchange clearing agreements, 
this process has b en continuous- 
ly maintained, The last named 
and latest of these three forms of 
restriction is the more insidious, 
because it is ostensibly not re- 
strictive at all, It app ars (at 
first sight) as a monetary device 
for facilitating trade under very 
difficult conditions; and thus, for 
a time at any rate, the public 
easly fails to realize its true 
character and influence. 

In the light of these considera 
tions, it is not surprising that, for 
several months recently, the care- 
fully constructed Index of Busi- 
ness Conditions in Britain, pub- 
lished by the London Economist, 
has generally been evidencing # 
downward t'ndency. Nor is it 
to be regarded anywhere as @ 
matter of purely academic inter- 
est, that in the country which ex- 
hibited the first elgns of revival 
from the depr ssion, and in 
which recovery has been the most 
continuously surtained, recent 
movements have been fitful.
